has enlarged his poultry plant by 
installing several electric incubators, 
and a brooder house large enough to 
accommodate one thousand goslings. 
In the early spring, while waiting 
for the hops to grow, Mr. Miller de­ 
votes most of his time tending to his 
incubators, and later to the care of 
his gosling*. 
As soon as the goslings 
are feathered out, they are turned 
into the pasture with the older geese, 
from that time on, they practically 
take care of themselves. 
“ Geese are not hard to raise,” 
said Mr. Miller, “ if you know how. 
The y can be raised anywhere where 
there is abundant pasture of a sort 
that is tender and remains green for 
a long time. 
Any sort of a stream 
or pond, or even tubs of water will 
serve for the aquatic needs of the 
birds. 
They need no other shelter 
but only what nature provides, un­ 
less the winter is very cold. Here in 
Oregon, where the winters are gener­ 
ally mild, we corral our geese only 
during the severe cold weather, or 
when there is a snow on the ground.”
